A conference is soon to be called at 
Cairo, Ilf., to discuss the possibility 
of re-establishing the railroad incline 
on Missouri side of the Mississippi 
river opposite Cairo. 
The citizens of 
Cairo are 
much 
interested in this 
project as well as the 
agricultural 
and business interests 
of Southeast 
Missouri. Should the inclne be 
re­ 
established, it will provide for sh o rt­ 
er outlets 
for 
Southeast 
Missouri 
grain, cotton and other products, and 
will be a g re a t saving in th e ag g re­ 
gate 
on 
freight 
shipm ents. 
The 
Southeast Missouri A gricultural Bu­ 
reau has had this m a tte r up with the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad ami has re­ 
ceived favorable replies from the of­ 
iciáis of th a t com pany.

Bureau m eet with th eir officials 
to 
discuss the project.

Farming 
Operations 
in 
Southeast 
Missouri 
in First-( lass Condition 
The S ecretary of 
the 
S outheast 
Missouri A gricultural 
B ureau made 
a trip th rough the district alst week 
and called on a num ber of th e m em ­ 
bers in several counties. 
Both from 
observation 
and 
repoiits given him 
from farm ers in the 
different com­ 
munities, the outook for crops 
this 
year si better 
at 
the present time 
than it has been at the sam e tim e for 
many years past. This condition pre­ 
vails throughout the entire S outheast 
Missouri district. 
So far the spring 
has been exceedingly dry and 
the 
farm ers have been enabled 
to work 
srteadily. 
As a result of this, most 
of the cotton and corn ground is a l­ 
ready prepared and much of it 
a l­ 
ready seeded. 
It is tru e th a t in most 
com m unities they are beginning 
to 
need rain, and a good rain would be 
most welcome, but so far th e re has 
been no cause to complain of th e dry 
weather. Present conditions are quite 
a contrast to th a t of this tim e 
last 
year when the farm ers were terribly 
handicapped on account of too much 
rain. The riverm en say th a t the Mis­ 
sissippi river is apparently a t 
its 
highest point ju st now and t h a t there 
will be no fu rth e r rises of any conse­ 
quence th is year. 
The cotton acreage will be m a ter­ 
ially increased over last year, 
due 
chiefly to the fact th a t the 
farm ers 
have been able to prepare the land 
and seed it. 
H ardw are m erchants re­ 
port a very active trad e in farm m a­ 
chinery, especially th a t which 
a p ­ 
plies to th e cotton crop.

With a«n increase of 28 per cent 
in 
the number of custom ers, we 
feel

“The charge against the Company,

with 
his 
breeding colonies »nd getting ready 
for a big production of honey 
this 
year; 
Mr. Schott located here about 
six years ago, at a time when rais­ 
ing bees for profit was an almost un­ 
heard »of thing there. At that time he 
bought several old box hives or bee 
gums, and transit rred them 
into 
movable fram e hives. 
Later on 
he 
purchased some very 
choice Italian 
queesn and introduced them on these 
the i black or »hybrid bees. 
As a result of 
and j this cross some of 
the 
hives that 
year produced as much as lOOjoounds 
of 'honey. 
Mr. Schott is a mechanic as well as 
a bee-keeper. 
He has constructed all 
of his hives iby hand, and has made a 
great many more for his neighbors. 
He has recently installed machinery 
to facilitate his work along this line. 
He is well known throughout South­ 
east Missouri as a bee keeper and 
has conducted at his apiary a tunm- 
ber of bee-keeping 
schools, 
where 
interested 
persons 
from 
the sur­ 
rounding communities may come 
to 
study 
his methods 
of 
bee-keeping. 
This has all been done without any 
direct profit to Mr. Schott. 
One of the 
most 
interesting fea­ 
tures of his work is the breeding of 
queen bees. 
This is a very careful 
and painstaking piece of work, 
and 
requires expert knowledge and untir­ 
ing effort to get results. 
He 
ships 
these queens all over the country. The 
live queen bee is shipped in a small 
package by parcel post. 
Mr. Schott 
says that the very life of the colony 
dt pends upon a good queen, one that 
is capable of laying from 2,006 eggs 
per day. 
“To produce honey, one must have 
a big force of bees”, says Mr. Schott. 
“The production of an apiary cannot 
be measured by the number of colo­ 
nies it contains, but by the number of 
bees in the individual colonies. 
The 
only way to achieve the best results 
is to see that each colony is in good 
working order by the time the flow 
opens. Southeast Missouri is an ideal 
place for the production of honey on 
a commercial scale. There are many 
reasons for this, amomg which 
are 
| the many miles of drainage ditches 
pproviding ample water, and the un- 
devolepd land providing splendid for­ 
age among the wild flowers and blos­ 
soms that growr 
so 
abundantly in 
that section. 
There is also such 
a 
,ide diversity of crop production in 
this section that the bees have some­ 
thing to feed on almost the 
yeai 
round. 
Bee keepers 
in this section 
produce a much heter grade of honey, 
both in flavor and weight, than 
the 
western honey producers. 
The honey 
here never falls below 12 pounds to 
the gallon, 
whereas 
the western 
honey seldom goes over 11 pounds. 
The winters here are not cold enough 
to cause freezing out and the 
sum­ 
mers are not so hot as to cause 
the 
combs of wax to melt. 
Very seldom 
do bee keepers take any extra precau­ 
tions to carry the bees through 
the 
winter, and spring feeding is seldom 
practiced in this community. 
There 
is always a certain amount of honey 
produced each year from some souice 
or other. 
In t'he spring of the year 
there are dandelions, willows and all 
kinds of fruit blossoms, also alsike 
clover, which grows abundantly 
in 
this section. 
These forage 
crops 
for bees are followed by cow peas 
watermelons, cotton ¡blossoms, etc. In 
the fall there is a profusion of wild 
flowers, such as boneset, Spanish nee­ 
dle, smartvveed, golden rod and aster 
By all odds, the moat serious enemy 
to the bees and bee keeping is 
the 
carelessness 
or 
ignorance 
of 
the 
keeper himself, who allows 
diseases 
and pests to harbor in his hives. Such 
a man places in jeopardy the inter­ 
ests of every »ther keeper for miles 
around. 
While bees do not ordinarily 
fly over two miles, 
one 
is usually 
safe if he is that far away from 
foul brood apiary, yet in the course 
( f a year or two the colonies in the 
diseased yard will die, and the bees 
freni a healthy brood will rob 
the 
honey from the diseased colonies and 
carry the infection 
to 
the healthy 
colony”. 
Mr. Schott says that this communi­ 
ty has some of the best soil for fruit 
that he has ever seen and that when 
there is more fruit there will be more 
honey for the »ee keeper, 
lie 
also 
explodes another oldtime theory, and 
that is that bees injure fruit. “It 
is 
more likely”, « tyg Mr. Schott, “that 
some insect or bird punctures 
the 
fruit and the h e s take advantage of 
the opening to sip the juices which 
go to waste. 
Bee« cannot make hom­ 
ey out of fruit juices. Orchard fruits 
are largely po! enized by bees, 
and 
therefore bees are an advantage in a 
fruit-growing >*ction, rather than a 
disturbance”.

Windbreaks are, in more ways than 


one, a farm 
asset 
and every fram 
should have 
its 
windbreak. 
They 
tend to prevent the soil from drying 
out quickly and they protect grain 
and orchards from mechanical injury 
by the wind. 
A belt of trees by the 
farm buildings protects 
them from 
extreme 
winter 
cold 
and summer 
heat, and makes the farm a pleasant­ 
er place in which to live. 
The wind­ 
breaks may also be a source of wood 
supply for use on the farm or for 
sale. 
The effect of a windbreak 
may not 
always be beneficial to a crop 
near 
by, depending upon the crop. Wheth- 
er the total effect of a windbreak is 
good or bad, however, depends upon 
whether the benefits dervied from its 
influence on wind movement, temper­ 
ature, and evaporation are greater or 
less than the injury resulting 
from 
the 
sapping 
and 
shading 
of the 
ground near by. 
To determine 
the 
total effect, crop measurements have 
been made by the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture in Nebras­ 
ka, Kansas, Iowa, 
and 
Minnesota. 
Average rather than exceptional con­ 
ditions were measured, the object be­ 
ing to discover the effect of those in­ 
fluences which are continuous 
and 
affect every annual crop grown.
